Notes  of  the  last  meeting

1/02/11  Matters  arising 

4/09/09  Brackenber  Research  Excavations  the  results  have  come  through  from  Suerc.  The  samples  produced 
calibrated  dates  (with  95.4%  probability)  of  800-710BC  (or  700-530BC)  and  380-180BC.  Late  Bronze  Age  and  Iron 
Age.  This  is  a  significant  result  as  there  are  so  few  confirmed  Iron  Age  sites  in  Cumbria. 

5/09/2010  Nine  Kirks  Survey,  it  is  hoped  to  do  further  survey  work  when  volunteers  are  available.  At  the  AGM
